REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record does not disclose a method for analyzing impurities present in 
a silicon substrate. The method comprises: providing a solution which comprises a 
mixture of hydrofluoric acid, nitric acid and sulfuric acid; resting the substrate on a 
support, in a tightly sealed reaction vessel, in such a way as to keep the substrate from 
directly contacting with the solution; allowing the decomposing solution to vaporize 
without requiring the reaction vessel to be heated or pressurized which structurally 
arranged and functionally operated as claimed in claim 1 .
